My engagement in MUlerstown, 


PeiuwylTMkw, took me into the my 
r«otre of BnUer county gas produc- 
ing region. After the lecture I went 
tip on the hill above Millerstown, 
mid counted forty-nine mnsll burn- 
ing veil*. The whole heavens were 
•glow with light. The clouds were 
Haver-lined, and reflected back die 
lurid glare from the wells. I could 
Ktaml anywhere and read a news- 
paper. The boiler* of fifty oil-well 
engines, heated with gas, line the 
valley, Away to the south a glare 
like a city on fire lighted tip the 
heavens. 
From toward the lighted 


horucon came a rumbling roar that 
drowned the hnbbnb of the street. 
" What in it?" I arked Mr. Warm- 


castle. 
" That's the great Delainetcr gas- 


mill, Mr. Perking*, 
four 
miles 


•way," he answered. 
" I thought it was four hundred 


train!i of can passing over abridge," 
I said. 


All night long I listened to the 


roar of tuat great Dclameter mill, 
a*i th« next morning I rode four 
mlleti, over acrnb-oak hills, throngh 
muddy gulches, and past, I suppose, 
fifty pumping oil wells, to see the 
startling wonder. 
• 


The noise grew londcr and louder 


as we approached. Then the rumble 
changed to a hissing rush, like a 
thousand locomotives blowing off 
steam. 


At an eighth of a mile the noise 


changed again to tne continuous roar 
of a thousand cannon. The human 
voice conld net be heard. Commu- 
nication w&s made by pantomime. 
The flame shoots into the air seventy 
feet like a steeple on fire. The hills 
were covered with snow, but for two 
acres aronnd the well the grass is 
preen and gro« ing. except clone to 
the well, where the ground looks 
like burnt lava. At a safe distance 
calves and sheep stand warming 
themselves and eating the hot-house 
greus. This two acres of sterile 
Pennsylvania looks like a section of 
fertile Florida. 


"What makes it sound like the 


continuous report of artillery?" I 
asked the engineer. 


NATIVE'S ARTILLERY. 


"Because it is a rive-inch cannon 


constantly exploding. Look' "-said 
he, "you sec the first flame twenty- 
faet from the muzzle — that is the 
flash, the explosion. It is like a can- 
non, only this is continuous — a mil- 
lion cannon*! a m.nute— in fact, one 
explosion and coiicusuinn going on 
forever." 


It is wonderful to see this volcano 


flame exploding in the air. The 
pressure is so great that the gas can- 
not ignite till it gets twenty feet be- 
yond the nozzle. 


The stream o', gas comes up 1.660 


feet throngh a five-inch iron pipe, 
and is conducted off 206 feet through 
another tube, where it finds vent. 
The general pressure of the gas with 
the valve open is 800 pounds to the 
square inch. We partly closed the 
valve and the pretsnre ran np to 
1,200; closed it a little more, and 
the tubing began to tremble and the 
great ton weight holding it down 
began to lift. It was only a quick 
turn of the skillful engineer that 
saved 1,000 feet of iron tubing, an- 
chored down with several tons' 
weight, from shooting like an arrow 
into the air. Yon can better realise 
the terrible pressure of this gtt 
when you reflect that the pressure 
on an ordinary locoriotive boiler 
is from 80 to 125 pounds to the 
square inch, while tha pressure from 
this well, if the valve l>o closed, 
would run np to 1,500, and then tear 
the tubing out and throw the lieavy 
machinery into the air. 


The engineer conducted • half- 


inch stream of gw> into a 12-horse 
power steam engine, and it ran BO 
fast that the machinery broke. 


The amount of heat and light in 


the gas escaping is eqnal to 2.100 
tons of coal per day. The gas would 
light New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore. It would run every lo- 
comotive in the State of Philadel- 
phia. It would fill the biggest bal- 
loon in half a minute, and burst it 
into • thousand tatters, or shoot it 
off like • gigantic bombshell, and, as 
it is very light— much lighter than 
ordinary gas— it will be of immense 
value hereafter in trying balloon ex- 
periments.

Captain Towle, Acting Warden, 


furnishes the following recapitula- 
tion of received and discharged pris- 
oners at the California State Prison 
for January, 1876: On hand Decem- 
ber 31st, 1875,1093; received during 
January, 1870, 46.
